The Klu Klux Klan cross went up over- 
night on the State House lawn and was 
visible to all by the morning of Wednes- 
day, Dec. 22. The cross, which many 
perceive as a symbol of hatred and 
bigotry, incited the Outrage of both the 
Black and white communities and other 
ethnic groups in Columbus 

Barry Edney, a New York native who 
has lived in Columbus for 12 years and a 
is member of the Ordinary People’s 
Movement, called a press conference at 
the site of the cross on Dec. 22 to voice 
his concerns. 

"If this cross is supposed to represent 
Christ; | have no problem with it," said 
Edney. "| have a problem with the Kian's 
rhetoric." 

Though some argue the Klan cross 
represents freedom of speech guaran- 
teed by the First Amendment, Edney con- 
tested that point. 

"When we talk about freedom of 
speech, everyone has the right to 
freedom of speech. But the Kian is com- 
ing out here to recruit," said Edney. 
"Maybe the government needs to take a 
look at freedom of speech and define 
some things. The (ethnic) intimidation 
laws should be defined and carried out.” 

Edney also took issue with the Klan’s 
interpretation of the Bible. 

"It they realized Christ was Black, 
maybe the would take it (the cross) 
down," he said, displaying a portrait of a 
Black Jesus. 
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When asked by reporters if Ednéy 
sides with radical Black groups, such as 
certain sects of the Nation of Islam, he 
responded, “Anybody that’s advocating 
violence and preaching racism and 
hatred =+ Black, white. Jew -- it is causing 
a problem in this. country. | will not stand 
by anyone who wants to have separation 
because of hate." 

As it. turned out, the cross didn't stay 
up very long. After being knocked over 
"several times, an unidentified African- 
American man picked the cross up and 
put it in a trash can. S al area chur- 
ches also erected crosses in an attempt 
to overpower what they perceived as a 
hate message, 

The Klan was initially turned down for 
a permit to display their cross by the 
Capité!| Square Review and Advisory 
Board. They filed a complaint in federal 
court and was gfanted a permit on Dec 
21. Ohio Attorney Genera! Lee Fisher's 
office filed two emergency appeals in the 
sixth U.S. District Court and U.S 
Supreme Court and 
both times. 

After the cross was ta 
Dec. 22, the Klan decide 
ing another because of 
their permit, which s 
cross had to be down!

“The Les Brown Show," which began 
airing in September, has been put-on an 
unscheduled hiatus by its syndicator, 
King World (King World is the same dis- 
tributor of "The Oprah Winfrey Show," the 
groundbreaking program that opened up 
the genre to almost everybody with a 
personality and a microphone). 

A national wire service recently 
reported that ‘King World (KW) "won't 
make a decision about cancelling the 
low-rated talk show until it has an oppor- 
tunity-to examine demographic results

You may ask why the Black com- 
munity should care aboyt another 
television talk show. My answer would be 
that Brown's is NOT just another 
television program and that Brown is 
NOT just another talk-show host 

Unlike other hosts who spent their 
lives on television as detached members 
of society. Brown, now a millionaire 
motivational speaker, was a well-known 
Black community activist and radio 
deejay-commentator in Florida and 
Columbus. He was so strong an activist 
on the radio that he got kicked off the air 
more than once 

When U.S. Attorney General Janet 
Reno. then a local state's attorney in 
Florida, investigated a youth program 
Brown had run; he mounted a counter 
protest. "Public support forced Reno to 
drop: the investigation," Brown wrote in 
his book, “Live Your Dreams." 

"The only thing they found wrong with 
my program was ‘sloppy bookkeeping 
Otherwise, | was exonerated, but only 
after living under a cloud of allegations 
for a year,” he wrote. "In the end, they did 


uncover this startling revelation; | 
actually spent $13,000 of my own money 
to SUbSIdiZzé the program.” Brown, raised 
in poverty in Florida, still maintains an 
active involvement with troubled youth 

On Brown's show. Blacks are seen as 
people who have solutions, not as tt 
who just cause problems. When Brown 
aired a November show on problems 
with urban Black males, his show spent 
the ENTIRE hour focusing on a Black 
run program that WORKED, Do you think 
"Geraldo" would have done that? 

Brown deserves our support, And for

EEO-related matters, it found that 
there was a need to upgrade the 
role and responsibilities of the EEO 
officers citywide in order to create 
more of a policy involvement" for 
EEO officers 

The plan should result in “a 
higher focus on EEO matters 
citywide," Conley said 

The plan is being implemented 
at a time when the city's EEO pro- 
gram, at least in the Department of 
Public Safety, is coming under 
severe attack. The two EEO of- 
ficers in that department, Tom 
Appel and Jacqueline Barnett, 
have testified in sworn depositions 
that they.had been threatened with 
their jobs by the Director of Public 
Safety, Leonard Keller 

Barnett testified in her deposi; 
tion, in a case filed by the city's 
organization representing its Black 
officers; Police Officers for Equal 
Rights, that Keller had been par- 
ticularly incensed by a finding of 
“probable cause” that discrimina- 
tidn had occurred which Barnett 
made against Keller based on a 
complaint filed by James Moss, a 
police. sergeant who is the former 
president of the POER 

In her deposition, Barnett 
charged that, in the wake of an 
investigation of charges that Moss 
had filed against Keller, Keller 
warned Barnett: “don't let Sgt 
Moss be responsible for you going 
out that door because he files all of 
these frivolous EEO complaints 
You don't want to get yourself

The eloquent eulogy by Rev. 
Leon L. Troy, Sr., couldn't be 
topped by many who had good 
things to say for departed Robert 
(Bob) Anderson, but Anderson's 
sister, Peggy Cross had the best 
thoughts on paper

Trusting 

Those words were only the first 
to spell out Anderson’s name, just 
as Carlton and Anderson were 
acronyms for other dear and caring 
words that described the former 
East High graduate 
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Edney fears the Jan. 15 rally will 
cause even more turmoil than the 
one on Oct, 23, 

"We're heading towards a 
revolution if the government is 
going to allow the Kian to dictate 
their rhetoric,” said Edney. "I have 
a problem with them being able to 
come down here on state property 
and demonstrate their hatred."

The actions of Keller are already 
the subject of a motion, filed by the 
POER, to have the city of Colum- 
bus declared in contempt of the 
federal order which created the 
separate EEO officers in the 
Department of Public Safety, 

Rumors have been flying that 
Barnett and Appel would be laid off 
their jobs, and their jobs given to 
another individual, Itis a rumor that 
a longtime observer of the police 
said he had beén told was un 
founded 

"At this point, they have assured 
me, talking with (assistant public 
safety director) Howard Wilson and 
the director, that Jacqueline 
Barnett’s job is not in question,” 
said Walter Cates, who serves 
Department of Public Safety's 
citizens input committee. In Oc- 
tober -- after the deposition airing 
Barnett's allegations had been 
taken -- Cates sent a letter to Direc 
tor Keller expressing his concern 
that Barnett not be fired, as had 
been rumored at the time 

Although he had been promised 
that Barnett would not be fired, 
Cates said, "| can't 100 percent 
assure you that all of that is true." 
When asked whether he had heard 
rumors regarding other EEO of- 
ficers, being laid off, Cates said he 
had focused his efforts on Barnett 
“because of her taking that \high- 
profile position” of finding probable 
cause against Director Keller 

The other EEO officers, Cates 
said, "have,not been as outspoken 
in their application of the law as 
Jacqueline Barnett.’ 


Anderson, 61, died on Dec, 19, 
and was buried on Thursday, Dec 
23, but memories of him keeping a 
choir in tune and being a diligent 
person will live on 

Bob, as Anderson was widely 
known as, was the product of a 
family who were deeply rooted in 
the Christian faith. His father 
directed choirs for Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Baptist Churches, 
while his mother played the piano 
for Sunday School, Anderson was 
a member of the Boys Choir at St 
Paul A.M.E.. Church, He then 
began directing himself 

After Anderson graduated from 
East High and attended @hio State 
University, but was called up to 
serve in the Korean War, He served 
a total of 20 years in the Army 

After serving the war, he married 
Elizabeth "Betty" Hopson, and to 


Edney emphasized that an 
demonstration he's involved in will 
be peaceful. He is helping to or- 
ganize a protest march on Jan. 15. 
Participants will gather at City Hall 
at 1:30 p.m. and march to the State 
House lawn, Edney also en- 
couraged organizations such as 
the Columbus chapters of the 
NAACP and the Urban League to 
organize demonstrations, 

"We're not going to tolerate this 
in 1994. The rally is my concern 
and we won't tolerate it on Martin 
Luther King’s birthday," said Edney, 
“Enough is enough.” 


Cates, who has been vocal in 
the past in challenging practices he 
viewed as discriminatory within the 
department of public safety, said he 
was uncertain regarding the issues 
raised against Keller. 

"| have not had enough direct 
work relationship with him," Cates 
said. However, he defended Bar- 
nett as being an effective and 
talented EEO administrator 

"She's complying with Interim 
Order 12,"'the order which governs 
the division of police, Cates said of 
Barnett. He. called Barnett’s 
decision to make a probable cause 
finding against Keller an act “that 
takes some nerve, but it also takes 
professional skills, She didn't file 
that flippantly. It was’ filed after 
much professional documenta- 
tion." 

At this point, it is unclear what 
the direction of the city’s moves will 
bein operating its EEO programs 
There has been no indication of 
what the mayor -- who promised he. 
would investigate the allegations of 
Barnett and Appel -- has found in 
his investigation; or whether an in 
vestigation has taken place 

And, while the EEO restructur 
ing in the Department of Ad 
ministrative Services has been 
contemplated in the city’s budget 
and requests for a review of the 
EEO positions in the Department of 
Administrative Services has been 
made to the Civil Service Commis 
sion, there has been no formal ac- 
tion changing the EEO positions 
Maureen Conley said. Conley 
added that, in the upgrading of the 


positions, the laid off EEO officers , 


would have the right to apply for 
any new positions

no one qualified’ as an excuse to diversifying a staff." 

Maynard's achievements will be subject of a special tribute at which 
thé award ceremony. would be held at-Oakland’s Paramount Theatre 
At that time, John C. Quinn, deputy chairman of the Freedom Forum 
and chairman of the Free Spirit Award Selection Committee, will present 
a check for $100,00 dollars to the Maynard family 

Maynard who died last August at 56 after a long battle with cancer, 
was the former editor, publisher and Owner of the Oakland Tribune. He 
and his wife, Nancy Hicks Maynard, co-founded the Institute for Jour- 
nalism Education in Oakland, which was recently renamed in Maynard's 
honor 

“Bob Maynard was a friend and inspiration to young journalists," said 
Quinn. "He was a forceful and effective newsroom free spirit anda model 
for all -- as reporter and editor, as leader and teacher, as campaigner 
for equality in news staffs and news columns and as a innovator and 
energizer. This award seeks to celebrate and memorialize all that he 
contributed to the lives he touched." 

Maynard, the son of immigrant parents from Barabados, grew up in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., where he left high schoo! at age 16 to write for an 
Atrican-American weekly newspaper. He moved to the York (Pa.) 
Gazette and Daily in 1961 and in 1965 won a prestigious Nieman 
fellowship to Harvard University.

Hard economic times and Maynard's worsening health forced him to 
sell the Oakland Tribune to the Alameda Newspaper group in 1992 

Maynard will be the sixth individual to receive the Free Spirit Award 
and the second to be recognized posthumously. The first Free. Spirit 
Award went to former Associated Press Corr yndent Terry Anderson 
following his release from captivity in Lebanon. Other. winners include 
retired Supreme Court Justices William J. Brennan dr. and the late 
Thurgood Marshall, New York Yankees’pitcher Jim Abbott and Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver, founder of Special Olympics International

If all of the members of our community make such 
a commitment for 1994, the benefits will outweigh 
tenfold the small amount of time-and resources that we 
expend

The battle over ‘gangsta rap’ 


here is a battle over the tuning dial on your 
radio. Itis a battle, which is being fought across 
the country, and which engages record 
promoters, artists, preachers, and community leaders 
It is the battle over "gangsta rap." | 
This form of rap music, purveyed by such artists as 
Ice-T, Ice Cube, Snoop Doggy Dog, Bushwick Bill and 
Tupac Shakur, has created tremendous controversy 
even within the Black community, When Bushwick Bill 
appeared at a meeting of the National Association of 
Blacks in Journalism and explained his reasoning for 
using terms like “ho's" to describe Black women, his 
hate-filled, expletive-filled' response caused many of 
the Black female journalists to walk out of the room 
The concern that has been raised by many Black 
parents is that the language and images of the gangsta 
tap has spread a dangerous poison through the minds 
of young Blacks which is not positive. In Cleveland, 
Black clergy have banded plat. fo oppose gangsta 
rap, and certain stations in Cleveland and Columbus 
have agreed not to give airplay to the songs of the 
gangsta rappers 
In the Call and Post recently, rap promoter Russell 
Simmons defended the gangsta rappers, arguing that 
they are “filling a tremendous artistic void, They are 
giving voice to the thoughts and experiences of a lot of 


frustrated, and often misguided, youth." But we are 
concerned that merely giving voice to frustrations often 
helps to raise those frustrations. Filling the air with 


messages of misogyny. simply because some Black 


youth are angry at their mothers or their girlfriends, 
does not benefit Black people generally and it certainly 
does no good for the Black women and girls who are 
verbally abused 

Threats of violence or abuse against women, or 
messages promoting sexual promiscuity or immorality, 
are not, in our view, ‘artistic’ feats that deserve wide 
promotion. In an era in which three-fourths of all Black 
children are being raised in single-family homes; more 
than 60 percent of all births in the Black community are 
to unwed mothers; and murder is the greatest single 
cause of death for young Black men between the ages 
of 15 and 24, there is a greater need to “give voice" to 
some positive messages, rather than the destructive, 
angry or promiscuous messages that we seem to hear 
so frequently. 

One need not be a "prude" to be concerned about 
the impact of graphic, angry verbal images. We ap- 
plaud those radio stations that have decided not to play 
this music. We also encourage children -- and their 
parents -- to begin to look more carefully-at-these- 
messages 


Congrats to Portman, Kennedy 


n era of change and continuity is dawning on 
Columbus City Council as we prepare to enter 
1994, and both are to be congratulated. The 
election, by his peers, of John Kennedy to serve as 
president of Columbus City Council certainly repre- 
sents the opportunity for change in that body, while the 
record-setting tenure of Maury Portman reflects a con- 
tinuity which, we believe, council will find valuable 
Kennedy has served.on council since 1988, when 
he replaced the late Charles Mente!, who had resigned 
Kennedy served as president pro tem under Cindy 
Lazarus, and was voted to become president after 
Lazarus stepped down 
Kennedy certainly faces @ daunting task. He is 
coming into the presidency as the city faces a serious 
budget deficit. The challenge city council will face is 
one of meeting the deficit while maintaining vital city 
services 
Kennedy will also face the challenge of helping to 
shepherd into being the city’s revamped minority busi- 
ness set-aside law. Council has clearly been the driv- 
ing force behind reenactment of a set-aside jaw, which 
was originally suspended in September, 1989 after a 
suit by the Associated General Contractors. 


Now, since a new ordinance has been put into place, 
the city council will have to take the initiative to assist 
the Lashutka administration in putting into place a 
structure which will ably serve the citizens of Colum- 
bus, without the problems which had plaqued the pro- 
gram in the past 

We are confident that Kennedy is up to the task. He 
has demonstrated, in his five years on council, the 
willingness to take on tough issues, and an openness 
to improve communication with the community 

With his recent election, Maury Portman, who was 
sworn in last week, will begin-his eighth term on Colum- 
bus City Council. As a former city official, and later a 
council member, Portman has been a key player in the 
tremendous expansion of Columbus in the past 40 
years. 

in his newterm on council, Portman has already said 
that he intends to focus on improving the quality of life 
in Columbus’ central city, in part through aggressive 
economic development activities that are focused on 
Columbus’ declining neighborhoods 

We believe that the expertise and wisdom of Maury 
Portman will be invaluable to Columbus as the city 
moves toward the 21st century. : 


_ The Lazarus era 


ith the selection of John Kennedy as city 
council president, and the announcement 
by Cindy Lazarus that she will be seeking a 
seat on the Franklin Gounty Court of Appeals, one 
could say that an era is closing ‘in Columbus politics: 
the Lazarus era 

Cindy Lazarus became the council president in 
1990, alter the resignation of former council president 
Jerry Hammond. She brought to her tenure as presi- 
dent a shrewdness and toughness which undoubtedly 
enabled her to consolidate tremendous power in her 
role as council president, — 

And there are undoubtedly successes which accom- 
panied Lazarus. The enactment of Columbus’ new 
minority business set-aside jaw was one of her final 
acts as president of council, Lazarus took a leadership 
role in the planning of this process, and can be com- 
mended for this action 


At the Same time, we believe that concerns about 
ineffective communication with other council members 
and a lack of follow-through on some key initiatives, 
made the Lazarus era a mixed bag for Columbus’ Black 
community. " 

Foréxample, when Black community anger rose up 
regarding the treatment of police chief James Jackson, 
Lazarus appointed several committees to make recom- 
mendations back to council and the administration 
However, very little of the committees’ recommenda- 
tions, with the notable exception of the city's set-aside 
law, ultimately was enacted into law. 

Lazarus will certainly continue to serve on council 
as @ member that body. Her background and skills can 
be valuable In helping council shape the new directions 
that it will undoubtedly go, with the election of John 
Kennedy as council president. We are looking forward 
to Lazarus being a valued member of that body, and 
continuing her interest in public service. 


Changing of the guard? 


The news hit dike a thunderclap 
from the south, In. Cincinnati, two of 
that city's most influential Black 
politicians, with 'a combined 41 
years of experience in state govern- 
ment, would not be candidates for 
re-election 

State Representatives William 
Mallory and Helen Rankin had 
served since 1967 and 1978 respéc- 
tively, Each was a'mamber of the 
House Dermocratig leadership, Mal- 
lory as House Majority Leader and 
Rankin as longtime chair of the Human Resources 
Committee, and, after the retirement of Columbus 
legislator Ray Miller, the powerful Human Resources 
Subcommittee of the House Finance Committee 

Mallory was endorsing his son. Mark. to replace 
him. Rankin was supporting a longtime friend and 
adviser, businessman Sam Britton 

The news was surprising. In one fell swoop, the 
Cincinnati delegation lost two of its most powerful 
members. But the news reflected the inexorable im- 
pact of time on the state legislature's most cohesive 
and entrenched delegation, .the state's Black legis- 
lators. 

For Vernon Sykes. the change is not unexpected 
The president of the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio 
(BEDO), has seen a significant change in the group's 
membership since he was first appointed to serve in 
the House of Representatives as the first Black solon 
frora Akron in 1983 

During that time, the delegation has grown, from 12 
members to 15. A Black member, Tom Roberts, 
replaced a white, Ed Orlett, in Dayton. Reapportion- 
ment brought in Barbara Boyd from Cleveland Heights 
and the appointment, and subsequent election. of 
State Sen. Ben Espy in Columbus. 

And there remains the possibility of further growth 
ABlack, Peter Lawson Jones, may be elected in district 
which Jane Campbell now represents. Campbell, a 
Democratic Cleveland legislator, is expected to give up 
her seat in a bid for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. In Youngstown, a district 36 percent Black 
and heavily Democratic is expected to have a strong 
Black challenger for the Democratic nomination. 

At the same time, there has been a significant shift 
within the ranks of the Black delegation. Just over five 
years ago, seven of the then-13 members of the Black 
state legislative delegation had more than 10 years of 
experience. Beginning with the death of C.J. McLin.in 
December, 1988, that number has begun to drop. By 
January 1, 1995, only four of what could be.16 or 17 
Black legislators will have 10 years of experience. 

When asked if there was a generational change 
occurring in the Black delegation, Sykes said, "genera- 
tional change might be a good term for it. because it’s 
achanging of the guard." When the first influx of Black 
state legislators came to Columbus -- after a 1966

Supreme Court decision forced the reapportionment of 
the Ohio legislature along “one-man, one-vote" prin- 
ciples -- the pioneers were relatively young, Sykes 
recalled 

"When they passed the baton on, they're passing it 
to people who are their age when they were originally 
elected," Sykes added 

But 'the generational change is more than in age. 
but in alliances, strategies -- and districts. "We're not 
limited to majority-Black districts," Sykes said. "When 
we first started, we were basically limited to majority- 
Black districts." 

The heavily-Black districts which were promoted, in 
1967, as the key to increasing Black political clout have 
changed: now, Blacks are winning -- evenin Cleveland, 
which has historically been notorious for racial bloc 
voting -- in districts with large numbers Of white voters 
Today, most of the Blacks elected to the General 
Assembly have come from districts with a minority of 
Black voters, 

“We have moved beyond that limited base, and 
become attractive candidates, and officeholders. for 
the wider community," Sykes said , 

The shift could continue in 1994. With the decision 
by Dayton State Senator Neil Zimmers to retire. Rhine 
McLin -- the daughter of, and successor to. the legen- 
dary State Rep.’ C.J. McLin -- is now the front-runner 
to-succeed Zimmers in the-state-senate : 

The shift in districts requires Black politicians to 
appeal broadly to constituencies, while maintaining 
their commitment to the core issues that unite their core 
constituency of Black voters -- minority economic 
development, civil rights, and fairness in the justice 
system 

But this shift also increases the mobility of Black 
politicians: rather than being narrowly based in 
majority-Black districts, they have been able to move 
beyond those districts to even wider horizons. Even 
now, Black Democrats are pushing for a slot on the 
statewide Democratic ticket for a Black candidate - 
with the understanding that the nomination of such a 
candidate is not necessarily the kiss of death for the 
Democrats, as Blacks have demonstrated (look at the 
race of Stephanie Tubbs-Jones for Supreme Court in 
1990) the ability to win broad voter support.

In the beginning of the year. pop su- 
perstar Michael Jackson Seemed to 
come out of the closet,” in a way. He and 
his baby sister, Janet Jackson gushed 
over each other atthe Grammy Awards 
in February when she presented him with 
a special achievement award. The two 
told each other how proud they were of 
one another, kissed and hugged, Michael 
even parodied himself by putting his face 
next to his sister's and saying, "See 
Janet and | really aren't the same per- 
son," adding. “| wasn't aware that people 
thought |-was so weird and strange.”

Sickle cell anemia is a disease 
that predominantly affects African 
Americans. It is estimated that ap- 
proximately 50,000 persons in the 
United States currently suffers from 
the disease. Although there is not 
yet a cure, one of the best treat- 
ments for sickle cell anemia is a 
. blood transfusion at the appropriate 

time 

*“aily. 550 blood donors are re- 

muired to meet blood needs for 
-patients*in the central Ohio area 
suffering from sickle cell anemia 
and other diseases 
Sickle cell anemia affects the 
. hemoglobin in the body causing an 
alteration of the shape of the red 
blood cells which does not allow 
them to function properly. Since the 
red blood cells change shape and 
do not carry the amount of oxygen 


Project 


To improve transportation 
among African Americans, Native 
Americans and Hispanics, the Na- 
tional Institute of Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases (NIAID) Office of 
Research on Minority Health have 
begun a project that will better iden- 
tify proteins crucial to’ transplant 
survival in these populations 

The effort, the collaborative 
project-of its kind, is coordinated 
through the American Society for 
Histocompatibility. and Im- 
munogenetics in Lenexa, Kan. The 
project expands upon a similar on- 
going NIAID effort in African-

"This research will not only 
facilitate tranplantations matching 
but also will provide valuable infor- 
mation about why African 
Americans. Native Americans and 
Hispanics suffer higher rates of 
some autoimmune diseases such 
as rheumatoid arthritis and insulin- 
dependent diabetes," says Anthony 
S. Fauci, M.D., director of NIAID 

Each year, thousands of 
Americas lives are prolonged 
through. organ transplantation 
However, minorities generally wait 
longer to receive and have a higher 
rate of rejection 

In part, this situation exists be- 
cause data on human leukocyte an- 
tigens (HLA), the cell proteins 
researchers us to match transplant 
recipients to donors, are not as well 
characterized in these populations 
group 

Because HLA molecules regu- 
late the immune response, they

they should, the red blood cells 
have trouble flowing freely through 
the body and sometimes get stuck 
This is called a sickle cell crisis 

When a person goes into a crisis, 
there is usually a great amount of 
pain wherever the blood is not flow- 
ing like it should. The only- way to 
treat a crisis is with intravenous 
fluids, pain medication or blood 
transfusions. Of these three ways, 
blood transfusions are the most ef- 
fective because they deliver fresh, 
healthy red blood cells into the body 
and start taking away pain 

Reality proves that diseases do 
not honor holidays. In this holiday 
time when most people are busy 
shopping and enjoying gatherings 
with families and friends, hospital 
patients sit in hospital beds crippled 
with illness 


Blood donors often supply the 
only medication available to 
patients. In addition to helping 
sickle cell anemia patients, blood is 
needed for cancer, burn, leukemia 
and liver transplant patients, Vic- 
tims of automobile and machinery 
their very lives. Blood only comes 
from blood donors; it cannot be 
manufactured or chemically 
produced 

People who wish to give the gift 
of life, can call the American Red 
Cross at 251-1451 to set a con- 
venient appointment. Donors must 
be at least 17-years-old, weigh at 
last 105 pounds and be in good 
general health. That means free

"The ability to match precisely for 
transplantation and identify the an- 
tigens that are important to different 
diseases requires understanding 
the HLA composition of different 
populations," says Andrea Zachary, 
Ph.D., chief of NIAID's Transporta- 
tion Section 

Information about the HLA sys- 
tem also will benefit vaccine re- 
searchers investigating why a 
vaccine may stimulate undesirable 
autoimmune reactions in or not 
protect some populations. 

In addition to the samples al- 
ready being gathered from African- 
American volunteers, laboratories 
nationwide will collect and test 
blood samples from 2,500 to 3,500 
volunteers from five Native- 
American tribes and from Hispanics 
who trace their antestry to different 
geographic regions--Europe, South 
America, Central America and the 
Caribbean 

Cells and DNAspecimens will be 
stored in a repository for use in 
further studies unless tribes believe 
this would violate their tribal cus- 
toms. Results from this collabora- 
tive effort should be available in late 
1994 :

Let’s immunize our children

It's hard to believe, in 1994, we 
would be concerned with the resur- 
gence of "childhood" diseases 
Until recently, most of us hardly 
discussed diseases like measles, 
muraps and pertussis (whooping 
cough). Health service providers, 
however, are once again sounding 
the alarm about vaccine prevent- 
able diseases 

Although required, immuniza 
tions (vaccinations) age-ap- 
propriately received, have been on 
the decline. Fact is, over 20,000 
children in Franklin County are not 
completely immunized. Conse- 
quently, the potential for outbreaks 
of measles, mumps, polio, rubella 
and HIB meningitis increases. 
These so called "children's dis- 
eases” are not to be taken lightly 
In adequate responses to im- 
munizations can lead to serious ill- 
nesses and even death. 

Violence, HIV infections and 


poverty are not the only culprits . 


roaming our communities. Joining 
the new guys in the hood are the 
"old" communicable disease 
gangs. Already there are 90,000 
excessive and preventable African

American deaths. We can not 
tolerate a revival of these diseases 

As we ponder the blame for the 
socio-economic and health status 
of African American children, con- 
sider "our" response to immuniza- 
tion programs. Parents often wait 
and rush their children to "shots" for 
school attendance 

Immunizations are much more 
than a requirement for school at- 
tendance. There are some neigh- 
borhood clinics that log in only one 
or two families a session for im- 
munizations, This is a free service 
available in at least eight sites 

For dates, locations and times 
for all sites, call 645-8137. The pro- 
gram also will arrange for special 
satellite community-based clinics 
A new Satellite site will open on 
Mondays at the Church of Christ of 
Apostolic Faith, 1200 Brentnell 
Ave., every fourth Monday ff each 
month.

Finance -101 


The first orientation | got about venture 
capital was about ten years ago as a finan- 
cial consultant of the firm for which | 
worked tried to get us brokers to sell inter- 
ests ina limited partnership. |'ll get to why 
that orientation has stuck with me over the 
years. 

“It all starts with an idea", said the con 
sultant. "You've got to have ar; idea that 
gets you into the mix and keeps you there.” 

For example? We asked. 

"You need something that no one else 
is offering, or, something that even though 
someone else is offering it, there is more 
demand than existing vendors can fill," 

How do you come up with these ideas? 

“They are all around the place. Some of 
them can be brought into fruition only atter 
the technology needed to produce it has 
advanced far enough to make them pos- 
sible. Anyway, let me continue 

“You start with an idea and.to get things 
rolling, you then try to determine as best 
you can what resources you need to make 
your idea real. Look first to your own finan* 
cial resources--savings, equity in homes, 
investments. 

“Finance is often about exhaustion, ex- 
hausting the resources at your disposal on 
one level as you go to the next level 
Sometimes though, you want to get the 
next level of financing into place before 
you really need it. That way, it won't be so 
difficult to move at the right time. 

"So when you have exhausted all the 
personal resources that it is reasonable to 
assume you would want to commit to the 
enterprise, you have to go out wider and 
wider in your search for capital. Ask your 
friends and family members to help you as 
best they can. Show them why your busi- 
ness idea makes sense and get them to 
commit 

“When you have come close to exhaus- 
tion.of those resources, you might want to 
consider going to “the bank" or some other 
financial institution that will make a simple 
loan to you and won't ask for the store in 
réturn. That is, so long as you repay your 
loan on time. You might even consider 
taking on a partner to get you,over one of 
those hurdles you are likely to face." 

Our group started to see the pattern of 
wider and wider inclusion in the financing 
of the enterprise. But we wanted to get out 
of the room. So, we all piped down and let 
the man finish what he had to tell us. 

"Once you have exhausted your bank 
borrowings and still need additional capi- 
tal, you might consider a couple sources, 
such as venture capital or even going 
public with your company 

"You can more easily ‘go public’ if you 
have grown to a sufficient size that you can 
interest an investment banker in underwrit- 
ing your first public offering of stock, 
bonds, or whatever, It's just that you are 
opening up your enterprise to ownership 
by whomever can come up with the 
money. 

"Perhaps you may want to look at a 
potentially smaller number of investors in 
your enterprise that may want to partially 
own the business with you. If you take 
them on, they will probably want a greater 
say in what you do with your company, 
They will want to determine whether you 
should go public or whether the whole 
business should be sold to the highest 
bidder." 

"All lam saying to you about this limited 
partnership is that it just happens to be a 
way to raise money to help the principal 
owners of the businesses it will finance get 
the new products out that they want to 
bring out in the next couple of years.” 

It was all so simple that, years later, | 
was able to explain most of it to a group of 
seventh and eighth grade African 
American boys. They got excited about the 


possibilities this financing strategy could~ 


bring to their own companies which | had 
earlier asked them to come up with. 

What | did not realize at the time was 
how difficult, in reality, it was for black 
businesses to get through each of the 
steps in the financial maze. From ac- 
cumulating enough personal resources to 
qualifying for bank loans to taking on 
partners to offering limited partnerships, to 
you name it. It seemed black business 
owners were having problems getting it 
done. 

While thing haven't changed that much, 
things are a tad different these days, There 
are’ programs to help people who are 
thinking about thinking going into busi- 
ness, Banks are a bit more willing to take 
risks in low income communities, thanks, 
in part, to the Community Reinvestment 
Act. And there are a few more African 
American companies that have actlally 
tested the public marketplace:

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Employment training program gives graduates happy outlook

, The success of a fairly new pre- 
employment training program at the Red- 
wood Development Center, 815 E. 
Mound St., has the center's owner think- 
ing about other training opportunities that 
may be made available to inner city resi- 
dents, Redwood is a incubator for.small 
businesses, providing resource-sharing 
and office space until clients outgrow the 
space there 

Almost all of the eight students 
graduating from the center's fifth SPARK 
program have jobs already lined up 
SPARK, begun in April, 1993, is an inten- 
sive transition program that helps its par- 
ticipants identify barriers that have 
caused them problems with employment 
in the past. It is funded. in part by the Ohio 
Department of Development's Industrial 
Training Program 

Each student receives a $5.00 per 
hour stipend for the 20 hours per week 
they participate in the three week pro- 
gram. Before they are accepted, stu- 
dents are given an assessment of their 
math, spelling and reading skills 

Once accepted, students are taken 
swiftly through the paces to sharpen their 
interviewing and resume writing skills. If 
they need additional education, they’are 
directed into programs that will help them 
get that education. If they need sub- 
stance abuse treatment, they are 
directed to a different type of program for 
this treatment. Program managers admit 
that they can only touch the surface as 
far as deeper problems are concerned 
So they concentrate their efforts on ap- 
plicants who really want to make a 
change 

Troy Reynolds, 23, got involved in the 
program when his cousin, Tommy 
Owens, brought him along on the day 
Owens was to sign up for the program 
Owens got a job as a telemarketer for 
Sears and Reynolds will start a training 
program with Bank One

Ravine’s Edge Court 

They have managed to grow the 
agency despite air fare wars that 

“have cut ticket prices for airlines 
and travel agencies across the 
country. And they say there is no 
real secret about growing a busi- 
ness 

“When you are committed, you 
make: time to do what you waat to 
do," said Chery! Foster, the 
agency's president. “It hasn't been 
easy, but it's what you have to do." 

Even with the drop in commis- 
sions that resulted from the “fare 
wars’ the agency saw more tickets 


being sold. Individuals took ad- 
vantage of the l6wer tares to take 
more frequent trips. The mix of 
business for the agency, however, 
has shifted from 75 percent leisure 
travel and 25 percent corporate 
travel to 60 percent*corporate and 
40 percent leisure--not necessarily 
the way they wanted it, but the way 
ithas turned out 

Although the firm has an outside 
sales force that accounts for rough- 
ly 15 percent of its business, most 
of the business comes as a result 
of word of mouth 

Recently, the agency landed the 
travel business of Harris Travel 
Management Associates, a Califor- 
nia concern that specializes in 
meeting planning. That organiza- 
tion has a national reach that could 
lead to even bigger and better 
things for Access 


Why use an agency in the first 
place? Says Foster, an agency can 
give a customer the necessary in- 
formation to make appropriate 
travel choices. "We can show you 
various suppliers and-help you 


select the best value at no charge 
to you." The airline and the hotel 
pay the commission to the agent; 
the price the customer pays to them 
is the same whether they-use an 
agent or not 

And don't think discount agen- 
cies are the best alternative either, 
says Cheryl Foster. Discount travel 
organizations don't allow you the 
flexibility you can get from an agent 

Trends in travel which, Access 
has identified include more families 
traveling on shorter trips and more 
children traveling alone. "We are 
becoming more accommodating as 
we become more aware of. the 
needs of our clients. 


The Fosters don't particularly 
care about a great deal of publicity. 
They think Staying focused on the 
business is what is more important 
They hesitated to reveal numbers 
about the amount of business they 
are doing for the same reason.

Coming welfare reform welcomed across America

The Clinton administration 
hopes its pending welfare reform 
program will encourage the 
country’s poor to get up off their 
couches and pick an eight-to-five 
job over the handouts they now 
receive. Before the end of 1993, an 
administration task force is ex- 
pected to hand President Clinton 
recommendations on how he can 
move to overhaul a woeful welfare 
system. 

A key part expected in the 
proposal will be the recommenda- 
tion to limit most welfare payments 
to two years and require recipients 
to seek work - 

Even before Clinton gets his 
recommendations for reform of wel- 
fare, the state of Wisconsin will 
have adopted a "Work Not Welfare" 
program that will provide the 
framework of what the White House 
might do. The Wisconsin plan 
which formally starts in 1995, calls 
for counties in the state to require 
welfare recipients to work for their 
benefits for two years, at which 
point cash benefits would end 

Under the plan, after up to 12 
months of job training, welfare 
recipients would be required, to 
work in unpaid community service 
jobs, if necessary, or special "inde- 
pendence jobs" created for the pro- 

. gram. At the end of the second year. 
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cash benefits would end, although 
transitional benefits", such as child 
care would continue for another 
year 

The legislation reflects the near- 
ly unanimous American view. that 
the existing welfare system is a 
mess, and the clamoring of most 
taxpayers, ‘who say that welfare 
benefits should be tied more closely 
to work.

Now that he 
is in office and is responding: to 
public outcries, Clinton has a 
deadeye bead’ on welfare. He also 
has promised a two-year limit on 
welfare benefits followed by a work 
program for those who cannot get 
jobs in the private sector, but trans- 
lating that pledge into national 
legislation has proven to be a 
daunting task 

The Wisconsin program is not all 
about driving people into the streets 
and homelessness. It has waiver 
provisions to be extended beyond 
the two-year limit when -no ap- 
propriate private sector jobs are 
available in the local labor market

Clinton and the states, gover- 
nors will have to do what they have 
to do. The shape of the treasury and 
citizens’ attitudes toward welfare 
are changing, and neither of these 
allow maintenance of the status 
quo, What does the future hold for 
people on welfare? One thing 
they'd better do is prepare for only 
limited time on the public dole. And 
that’s fair; isn't it?

When a BYU beat writer was asked 
how will the Cougars defense contain the 
solid rushing attack of the Ohio State 
Buekeyes, he replied, "At BYU's best, 
they are not a good defensive team.” 

Richard Evans, a Deseret News

BYU, 6-5, 6-2 in the WAC, finished 
last in the Western Athletic Conference 
in categories of defensive against the 
run, and total defense.

Five former Rocket standouts 
and a legendary coach will be in 
ducted into The University of Toledo 
Varsity "T” Hall of Fame on January 
28, 1994. The 18th class will bring 
the total in the Hall to 114 

The class of 1994 includes bas- 
ketball coach Bob Nichols (1965- 
87), footbalh players Jim Day 
(1935-37), Julius Taormina (1951 
53) and Mike Kennedy (1977-79) 
81); baseball player Mike Rachuba 
(1974-77) and basketball player 
Harold “Pat” Hintz (1936-40) 

The 1994 inductees will also be 
introduced at halftime of the UT 
basketball team's 8:00 p.m. contest 
with Ohio University on Saturday 
January 29 

Bob Nichols recorded vic 
tories during his Toledo career easi 
ly the most by any coach in the 
history of the Mid-American Con 
ference. His teams recorded win 
ning records in 20 of his 22 
seasons, including five consecutive 
20-win campaigns (1976-81) and 
five MAC Championships 

Nichols was named MAC Coach 
of the Year three times (1974, 79 
80) and ts the only four-time winner 
df the Ohio College Coach of the 
Year award (1967, 72, 79, 80) 

His 377-211 record gives Nichols 
the third-best winning percentage 
(642) in MAC history 


Nichols’ teams often defeated 
nationally regarded opposition 
Topping the list was a win over Big 
Ten champion lowa in the opening 
round of the 1979 NCAA tourna 
ment. During his tenure at Toledo 
Nichols teams had several other 
wins over Big Ten teams, including 
the inaugural game in Savage Hall 
in 1976.
